W ABINGTON, June 7.—General R. Brinkeroff, 
of Ohio, who was a delegate tothe iite com- 
mercial convention et Atlanta, an! who is 
now in Washington a: a delegate to the na- 
dional conference of chs: ‘ties and corrections, 
Bpent the time between the -onvention andthe 
conference in meking a leistrely journey 
ibrough the states o: Georgia, Alabama, Flor- 
ida end South Carolina. He‘has been for years 
@ member of the state board of charities of his 
Blate, and as a student of charitable and 
refermatory problems has visited for the pur- 
poses of inspection, all the typical asylums, 
prisons and reiormatory institutions of the 
morth and west. 

HIS SOUTHERN EXPERIENCE, 


“My journey in the south,” he said to an 
Asscciated press reporter, “was primarily to 
Bee what they were doing down there for their 
dependent and criminal classes. I had heard 
nothing of their institutions, and I think very 
Jew of our northern people ever took the pains 
to inquire what they were like. I hardly ex- 
pected to find anything to admire in comparison 
with our establishments of the north, and es- 
pecially of the west, where we are a litile 
ghead of the east inthis regard. In fact, the 
leading southern people themselves expressed 
the belief, as a matter of course, that I should 
find nothing remarkable in the way of pub- 
lic charitable institutions. I was, however, 
very agreeably surprised by what I saw.” 

General Brinkeroff found that everywhere, 
except in Georgia, the vicious system of leas- 
ing convicts was rapidly falling into disfavor 
and disuse. He visited many jails and found 
ihem no worse than those of the north, which 
for these ‘‘echools of vice,”’ was the best he 
could conscientiously say. He visited 
Beveral industrial schools, both charitable 
and reformatory, and foundthem admirably 
mensged. 

HIGH PRAISE FOR ALABAMA, 

The several state insane asylums were un- 
der thotcontrol of humane, intelligent and 
culturea cilicials, and that at Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
was worthy of unbounded praise. This in- 
Btituticn, General Brinkeroff said, would 
stand in comparison fully abreast of the half 
dozen institutions of the north. Its head was 
a close student of all the problems of the man- 
agement of the insane, and had brought his 
institution up to the highst point of efficiency. 
Not a straigit-jacket, crib, mufi-strap or like 
instument for restraint, or mcre properly,per- 
haps, for the torture of the insane, 
wes to be found, nor would such 
thing be tolerated. The doors were wide open 
and noinmate was conscious of any restraint, 
although always under the eye of experienced 
keepers. The secret of successin the man- 
agement of the insane by this method was in 
finding congenial employment for each pa- 
hienit. Many institutions inthe north had 
entered upon this course of practice, buf not 
more than half a dozen of the larger ones had 
made greater progress than the Alabama asy- 
lum, while in a great majority, resort was 

till ped to the ancient instruments of re- 
getraint for violent cases. In the miatéer of 
finding corgenial, sometimes, profitable em- 
oloy ment for the insane females, the Alabama 
institution, General Brinkeroff thinks, has 
distanced all others. Among the novelties he 
paw were a half dozen old fashioned spinning 
wheels in full operation, this employment 
having been found best suited tothe mental 
conditicn of seme of the inmates:

An Autograph Letter Concerning Her From 
Her Brother in Brussels, 

Hatirax, June 7.—Investigation into the 
story of Adcle Hugo,daughter of Victor Hugo, 
bow confined in a New York lunatic asylum, 
and towhom her father bequeathed several 
million dollars in his will, shows that no au- 
tograph letters from Victor Hugo were re- 
ceived herein regard to her. All letters to 
Adele’s Jandlady and others were probably 
written by her brother. Here is one of them, 
received soon after Adele went to Barbadoes 
after Captain Pinson, ofthe Sixteenth rezi- 
ment, with whom she, was infatuated: 

BRUSSELS, Aug, 27. 

My Dear Mrs Sanpers: In the course of the 
last Month you heve received two letters written 
by me to Mme, Pinson. This young lady having 
left Halifax, request you to have the kindness 
to direct those two letters to her new residence, 
and to accept my best thanks in acknowledgment

Negotiating With France, 

Loxnpon, June 7.—Mr. Fort, late English 
minister at Athens,bas been sent on a mission 
to Paris in connection with the New England 
shore dispute. Prior to the fall of the Ferry 
ministry, an agreement was nearly concluded 
with Ferry in accordance with whieh one of 
the Leeward islands was to be ceded to 
France, in exchange for the complete surren- 
der by France of her claims in Newfound- 
land. The negotiations were suspended on 
Ferry insisting upon retaining the St. Pierre 
miquelon group. Mr. Fort will renew the 
offer of the egreement. 


4n Engilsh Garrison for Egypt. 

Loxpox, June 7.—Mr. White, the English 
minister, ad interim et Constantinople, is ne- 
gotiating for the consent of the sultan to the 
establishment of a permanent British garrison 
at Alexandria. Ifthe porte assents the evacu- 
ation of Egypt will be quickened.

FIVE CHILDREN REPORTED TO 
HAVE BEEN BEWITCHED,

Mre. Reichard’s Strange Power, and the Faith which 
Her Neighbors Have in It—Cats as Mediums of 
Witencraft—Senator Mackay’s Story 
of the L*prahaun—Other News. 


Stravestows, Pa., June 7.—Mrs. Raymond 
Reichard is the wife of a well known citizen 
near the place where five children were re- 
cently reported to have been bewitched. It is 
an isolated locality in the Blue mountains, 
where the people are still wedded to the old 
superstitions, including witchcraft, charms 
and magic epells. Several old women, who 
have a reputation, as wonder workers, or hexa 
(in German), are still regularly consulted by 
those who believe in their potent charms. 
They put the greatest faith in the acts and su- 
perpatural powers of the alleged witches. The 
Reichards lived in a pleasant home with a 
sloping lawn. A little girl ten years old is 
their only child. Mrs. Reichard made such 
serious charges against well known people in® 
the neighborhood, accusing them of working 
mégic spells,using charms,curses.etc.,that she 
wes arrested, Squire Weible, of Strausstown, 
issuing the warrant. The court appointed A, 
N. Helig, an attorney; Dr. Rudolph Schultze 
and Squire Weible to investigate the euse. 
They found that she was sane? exeepting on 
the subject of witchcraft. She accused some 
of the best known people of trying to bring a 
plegue into the community, stirring up do- 
mesiic strifes by supernatural means and 
killing off tueir enemies by bewitching them. 

Hier house was a curiosity shop of articles 
used to drive off witches. Above every door- 
way in the house was found a charm which 
the woman bad purchased of a witch doctor 
when her husband was away from home. She 
lrequently allowed the family to suffer for the 
necessarics of life, because she spent all the 
money her husband gave her with the witch 
doctors. hese doctors told her the charms 
had to be replaced every month. The charms 
were sewed up in small canvas bags, and 
were found to consist of he figures 
of men and women cut out of witch 
bezel. The woman visited their residences 
and obtained possession of some of their hair 
from that part of their heads where phrenolo- 
gists locate the bump of love; this hair she 
burned and spread on buttered bread, and 
gave it to the dog of the family in which the 
supposed witch lived. In other cases sho ob- 
tained possession of snakes, burned them to 
ashes and scattered it over the doorsteps of her 
yictim. She procured live toads, cut them in- 
io quarters and tried and ate them, at the same 
time pronouncing her curse on the witch. She 
was also accustomed to apply to the women 
whom she accused of being witches for some 
of thelr milk when in childbirth. This she 
fed to a black cat, thus destroying, as she be- 
lieved, the power of witchcraft. She wascon- 
tinually afraid that these witches would work 
their charms or spells upon her, and to keep 
them off she carried the feathers of three doves, 
wrepped in the tirst two chapters of Genesis, 
next to her heart. 

These are but a few of her remedies to keep 
off witches. She says thatshe believes in 
them as firmly as she believes in her own ex 
istencé, and that the women who are witches 
menifest themeeives in all manner of forass. 
Frequently they press her so hard as to al- 
most take the breath out of her, and then 
they dance on her head. She says that they 
have wings like dragons. She said w 
skow themselves in all forms, very freq 
as cats.

went away yelling with pain. Ne:

The report of the committee which in 
gated the present case will be present 
court next week. Mrs. Reichard 1 rty 
years old and inclined to stoutness. She 
comes from a very good family. It is goner- 
aliy supposed thet, led by her belief in the 
witchcraft, she consuleed the witch doctor, 
and that the latter impressed these absurd 
beliefs upon her. This man has’ a rep- 
utation all over eastern Pennsylvania as 
an oracle on all matters pertaining to 
witcbes and that he possesses the power to 
break their spells. He makes the people living 
in the backwoods of Lebanon, Lancaster, 
Schuylkill, Lehigh, Chester and several other 
counties practice the most absurd rites, besides 
filching much hard-earned money. He 
claims to possess the power to compe! any per- 
son to do anytRing another desires, aud to re- 
move any obstacles or bring about anything 
whatever, to matter how unreasonable it may 
appear. 


John W, Mackey’s Millions, 
New York correspondent Buffalo Express.

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INSECTS FOR FOOD. 


THE PROPOSITION OF VINCENT M, 
HOLT, 


He Thinks a Long Felt Want Might be Filled by Re- 
sortin,’ to Grubs, Caterpillars, Moths, Butter- | 
fies and Fishworms, Which Could be «) 
Biuce Into Epicurean Dishes. 


From the Lo1, don Standard, 

“Why not eat insects?” This is not, as 
might be supposed, a humorous, but on the 
contrary, a perectly ssrious question pro-~ 
pounded by Mr. Vincent M. Holt, in a little 
brochure just issued by Messrs. Field & Tuer, 
and the writer answers it affirmatively, in the 
interest alike of the gourmand, the agricultu- 
rist, and the starving poor. It Strould be pre- 
mised that under the convenient term “‘in- 
sect,” are included not only the vegetable- 
eating grubs, caterpillars, moths, butterflies, 
and beetles, with their chrysalids, but some 
small moliuces and crustaceans, such as 
snails and their kindred. Mr. Holt 
is not attempting to imitate 
the strokes of humor that led 
Dean Swift ironically to advocate 
eating babies as a means of simultaneously in- 
creasing the food supply and diminishing the 
population, but he sets to work quite gravely, 
in crisp and vivacious English, to demonstrate 
how advantageously we might play a return 
match against the farmers’ enemies by our- 
selves devouring—with appropriate condi- 
menis—the déstroyers of our¢rops. Itis not 
to be expected that we should do this simply 
ae a duty, irrespective of inclination, but we 
are informed that those who have not person- 
eily made a trialof insect food can hardly 
imagine what ry treat they have 
miseed, Gratshoppers, deprived of 
head, wings and legs, flavored with pep- 
per snd ssit, and fried in butter, are “a truly 
tasty morsel,’’ and even raw they are pieasant 
to the taste, being in this respect unlike snails, 
which, when rew, are “tasteless, though 
nourishipg,’”’ but “nicely cooked, are excel- 
lent.” As for the grubs of the cockchater, 
which the rooks fickup in following the 
plow—“try them; they are delicious,” if 
fried in butter and served witha garnish of 
parsiey and wireworm sauce. This latter 
gauce, egain, is not quite so good as 
that made out of the common 
woodlouse, which is described as 
“equal if not distinctly superior to shrimp.”’ 
With respect to the lepidoptera—creatures 
‘beautiiul without and sweet within; nour- 
ished on nectar, the fabled food of the gods”— 
only by trial can one realize the ‘delights 
both in taste and smell of a fat moth nicely 
baked. Try them, ye epicures.” Of the 
common bufi-tip butterfly we read: “It is 
bandsome; whatis more, let me whisper the 
ogreish suggestion, that its body, an inch in 
length,is plump, round and sweet.” We 
might add indefinitely to these testimonies, 
but one more must suifice. Referring to the 
wasp grub, which some fishes find so irre- 
sistible, Mr. Holt says: “Il have myself 
spread the baked grubs upon my bread, 
snd found their excellent fiavyer quite 
sufficient to account for the fondmess of the 
trout for this particular bait.” Only on the 
eubject of caterpillars do we observe a certain 
hesitation and faltering. Certain sorts are 
pamed and recommended; but it does zot ap- 
pear thet anyor? bas ever made tria} ot them. 
“jhe street boy picks up, plays with, aud 
finally squashes them,’ but “the extraordina- 
ry part of it is that it never strikes him to 
taste them,” though, as is well known, “‘boys 
teste elmoet everything.” This strange an- 
tipathy to insect food seems almost to drive 
our philosopher to despair, 

BUGS AND WORMS FOR EPICURES, 
It is no doubt true that the question were 
one to be settled by abstract argument, there 
could be little doubt to which side victory 
would incline. Chemically, of course, all the 
creeping things now recommended to us are 
composed of the same flesh-forming constitu- 
entsas those things which we already eat 
without offense. The test of “clean feeding,” 
which we apply to other animals, is one which 
they can pass triumphantly, whilst as regards 
flavor, if®*we only had the courage 
to try—well, we have the ample evidence 
quoted above, the bona fides ot which there ia 
uo reason for doubting. The argumentum ad 
hominem—of more rhetorical than logical 
value—can be broughtto bear heavily but 
eflectually upon our prejudices. It is only the 
other day that the gourmets of England made 
the acqueintance ot bird’s nests soup, and pro’ 
nounced it a distinct acquisition. Yet, as every 
one knows, it is nothing but the nestof a small 
swaliow, constructed by the bird principally 
of threads of a viscid fluid secreted from its 
mouth. The “Visigo a la Tortue” in the 
much esteemed Chinese dinner was made 
from the joathsome cuttie-fish. Beche-de- 
mer is a sea-slug, and was relished by hun-, 
dreds of peopie who would be made absolute- 
ly ill atthe mere idea of eating common 
gerden slug. And, to come to our habitual 
dishes, lobsters and smelts are great devour- 
ers of carrion and filth; our bacon is from the 
“unclean animal’’ of the east; wailst for the 
eel, the scavenger of the waters, no 
possible gastronomic apology can be 
found. But by far the strongest 
abstract argument for insect eating is to be 
found in a survey of the manners and customs 
of other nations. Locusts, first cousin to the 
grasshopper, have been eaten time out of 
mind. In Morocco they are & luxury to this 
dey, fried in butter, and Herodotus tells how 
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the Nesamones powdered them to make them 
into cakes. -Throughout Africa and western 
Asia they are cooked in various ways, turning 
red like lobsters when boiled. Cicadz are 
eaten in America and Australia, and Aristotle 
speaks of their chrysgali 19 


luxury. The Romans fattened for the table

a great white grub, probably that of the stag 
beetle, and considered it a delicacy, whilst, 
accordipg to Aelian,a dish of roasted grab 
was a dainty dish to set before an Indian 
King. In the Weat Indies at the present 
time palm-tree grubs are greatly prized by the 
natives. Cock-chafers are relished in Java; 
Turkish women eat 
an admireble plumpness of form: 
after robbing a cocoon of its silk, fry 
chrysalis in butter or lard, add yolk of egg, 
and season with pepper, sali and vinegar. 
Only the MHottentots care tor ¢: 
pillars; but travelers describe t 
when cooked as “delicate, nourishing : 
wholesome, resembling in taste sugared cream 
or almond paste.”’ Itis hardly nevessary to 
speak of snails. The Romans cultivated 
snails, and civilized Europe has by no means 
abandoned the taste for them. The Britisn 
isles ere the exception; buteven in England 
the habit of eating them is not wholly extinct 
—the periwinkle is first cousin totae edidle 
spai) of Bignon or the Cate Anglais—-and cer- 
tainly bas a better. chance of revivai than 
most-innovaticas in food have of establishing 
themselves.

They demanded ¢ 
the “night doctors” should let Hat 
alone. The medical men forced tk 
out. The cries became louder. It ws 
mob.

Th 
cries came from all along the alley, which hj 
become blocked up. Another crowd broke 
intothe room. They were forced out, only 
to come in again. The doctors were not com- 
fortable. It wasa very serious affair. The 
crowd became more and more threatening. 
The medical men thought it was time to re- 
tire. This they did in good order, followed by 
the derisive hoots and yells of the mob.

We 
are informed that for some years past, under 
the rates allowed by the railroad commission, 
the roed proper has not earned enough to 
pay any dividends, but has had to de- 
vend on outside investments—main- 
tde Ocean Steamship company— 
for that purpose. The business of that com- 
pany has materially fallen off of late months 
as compared with what it was formerly. The 
Ocean’ Steamship compony is notalone ia 
this, as nearly all transportation companies 
snd in fact all lines of business without excep- 
tion, have been, of late, more or less unpront- 
able. This is the plainreason why the divi- 
dend yesterday was only two per cent. 
Concerning the using the earnings of tie 
road and dependencies for the purchase and 
construction of branch lines and feeders either 
in South, Carolina or elsewhere, Captain Raoul 
himself emphatically denies that such is the 
case, and says that not once sentof the earn- 
ings of the road has been expended, or will be 
expended, in that direction. It is absolutely 
necessary, he says, that the Central system 
should own and control feeding 
lines. Under the old condition 
of affairs, when each of these 
smaller lines was independent they brought 
a great deal of business from Memphis, Nash- 
ville, Mobile and other western and southern 
points to Savannah. Now, however, this is 
radically changed, and the Central gets next 
to no business from thosé points. The reason 
for it is that under the present practice of 
forming railway combinations a number of 
these small roads have been absorbed by the 
Louisville and Nashville and other 
trunk systems, and their business 
has been diverted from Savannah 
and the Central to points on the lines of those 
systems. It is, therefore, absolutely necessary 
for the Central to do likewise, and control ita 
own feeders, form its own system, and make 
thet system as far-reaching and profitable as 
possible. It may, therefore, be remarked in- 
cidentally that the South Carolina feeders al- 
luded to from’ McCormick’s, on the Augusta 
and Knoxville railroad, to Anderson, along the 
valley of the Savannah, and from Laurens 
courthouse, on the same road, to Spartanburg 
—will open up to the Central a splendid re- 
gion of country, and great!y increase its value 
and earning capacity. Neither of these lines, 
however, are to be paid for out of the earnings 
of the Central, nota dollar of which is to be 
. used for that purpose. 


;. The reduced dividend will naturally have 


its effect upon the value of the stock. It must 
be rated pow asa4 percent security, and at 
1s it will pay 7 per cent., while at 6624 it 
psy 6 per cent interest on the 
sstment.

New plans—sec- 
ular, ethical, phitosophical, religious, cis- 
Atlantic, trans-Atlantic, long enough to make 
a line reaching from the German universities 
to the great Sait Lake city. Ah, my brother, 
do not take hold of a thing merely because it 
isnew. Try it by the reatities of a judgment 
day.

There is 
nota single enterprise of the church or the 
world but has sometime been scoffed at. 

There was a time when men derided even 
Bible societies, and when a tew young men 
met near a haystack in Massachusetts and 
organized the first missionary society ever or- 
ganized in this country there went laughter 
and ridicule all around the Christian church. 
They said the undertaking was preposterous, 
and so also the work of JesusChrist was assail- 
ed. Pcople cried out: “Who ever heard of such 
theories of ethics and government? Who 
ever noticed such a styleof preaching as Je- 
sus has?’”’ Ezekiel had talked of mysterious 
wings and wheels. Here came a man from 
Capernaum and Genessaret and he drew his 
illustrations from the lakes, from the sand, 
from theravine, from the lilies, from the corn- 
Btaike. iow the Pharisees scoffed! How 
Ilerod derided! How Judas hissed: and this 
Jesus they plucked by the board aud they spit 
in his face and they called him, “this fellow.”’ 
All the greet enterprises in and out of the 
church have at times been scoffed at and there 
have been a great multitude who 
have thought that the chariot of God’s truth 
would fall to pieces if it once got out of the 
old rut. And so there are those who have no

“But,” say people, “the world is going to be 
converted; you must be patient: the king- 
doms of this worid are to become the king- 
doms of Christ.”” Never, unless the church 
of Jesus Christ puts on more speed and ener- 
gy. Instead of the church converting the 
world, the world is converting the church. 
Here is a great fortress. How shall it be 
teken?

THE FOURTH OF JULY. 

Allusions to what is generally conceded to 
be the gloricus fourth of July may seem to 
be premature, but we are of the opinion that 
the time has arrived when the people of this 
section may very properly renew the pomp 
and splendor ofa genuine fourthof July 
celebration. There have been times during 
the not very remote past when the celebra- 
tion of independence day seemed to be a very 
unnecessary and untimely proceeding, but 
that was when the south was infested by the 
aliens who governed by force of the bayonet. 
That time has pessed forever, and at this 
moment the south issnugly in the union 
governing herself and contributing no insig- 
nificant aid toward the government of the 
country. 

The coming fourth of July will be the first 
return of that day during the past twenty- 
five years that finds thesouthern people in a 
position to join heartily and enthusiastically 
in its celebration. Itisa day that will find 
e democratic administration in power for the 
first time in twenty five years, and for this 
reason, ifforno other, we feel like joining 
Editor Halsteadin poppingafew humble 
fire crackers in front of the shrine of libetry, 
in token of the fact that the solid south is be 
ginning to feel her oa's. 

We feel; indeed, to put the mat‘er enthu- 
siastically,that the whole boundless continent 
is ours, and that it would be well, under the 
circumstanccs, to read the declaration of in- 
gependencein front of a steaming barbecue, 
taking a few cups of iced tea for supper, and 
sending up adoz-n or twosky-rockets, A 
fourth of July that falls under a democratic 
administration is undoubtedly a bigger and 
more importantday than we have been in 
the habit of seeing. It is enough to send the 
modern spirit flying back to old times when 
honesty and modesty seemed to hold a per- 
netual lease of power at Washington, and 
when the south was as big as any other part 
of our common Country. 

Under the circumstances, we feel that At- 
lanta, as representing the revived south can 
afford to indulge in anextra caper or two. 
We may go s0 far as tosay that the country 
expects it—especially the country round 
about Atlanta. There are thousands of pso- 
plein Georgiaand the neighboring sta‘es 
who would be glad to join Atlanta in a gen- 
uire, old-fashioned celebration of the foutth 
of July. Atlanta ought togive them the 
opportunity. 


THE CONGO STATE. 

The Belgian legislature authorized the king 
of the Belgians to adopt the title of sovereign 
of the Congostate; but such soversignty is 
strictly of a personal nature. Congodoes noi 
thereby become a part of Belgium, or in any 
manner dependent upon or connected with 
that kingdom, The new state is to be wholly 
independent and neutral, but the Belgian 
king and his descendants will be kings of 
Congo; and if the radica's should some day 
turn Belgium intoa republic, or Francc 
should annex it, Leopold IL. or his children 
would have Congo to fall back upon. Be- 
yond that Congo is to be no more Balgian than 
French, British or American. 

No governor has as yet been appointed for 
the new state, and the stories that Henry M. 
Stanley is to be the local ruler may or may 
not be realized. It is certain that some 
strong hand is needed in Congo, for the state 
has only a small fighting force, andit is sar. 
rounded by powerful neighbors. On the 
norih isan immense Mohammedan popula 
tion, led by wily Arabs, who have doubtless 
heerd before this how El Mahdi heid the 
British at bay. Soon or late the Mohamme- 
dans of the Upper Congo will attempt toover- 
throw the Christian Congo that Stanley has 
founded, The best safeguard that the new 
state can have is found in the early C hris- 
tignization of its immense population. Oae:; 
Christianized the natives of Congo can be 
trusted to oppose the Mohammedans, whereas 
if they are left in their present condition the 
steady march of the religion of the prophet 
in Africa will reach them, and perhaps find 
them ready converts. This would imperil the 
independence and very existence of the Conzo 
state. 

On the south isa powerful African king, 
the Muata Yanvo, king of Lunda. Taree 
hundred chiefs, some of them living hun- 
dreds of miles away from the capital of Lun- 
da, pay tribute to Lunda’s powerful lord. 
Stanley was careful not to offend the king of 
Lunda. His domain is immense, and in 
eyery part of it his will issupreme, Heisa 
pagan, and the Congo state may operate asa 
breakwater to the oncoming tide of Moham- 
medanism. Very little of Lunda has been 
explored, and the world is at present await- 
ing the outegme of the attempt of the king 
of Portugal to open Lunda tocommerce, A 
Portugese officer, with five hundred native 
carriers, has been dispatched to the Muata 
Yanvo, bearing presents of great value and 
striking beauty. Upon the saccess of his 
mission wil! depend the opening of the south- 
erp efiluents of the Congo. 

Congo is not beyond all dangers. The peo- 
ple need missionaries, and the state needs a 
larger force than it can at present command. 
The genius and force of Stanley can accom- 
plish a great deal, but no man single handed 
can successfully contend with either Moham- 
medanism or the powerful king, if either be- 
come unfriendly and aggressive. 


REPORTERS AS MIND-READERS. 

Newspaper men frequently work under 
difficulties of an almost insuperable charac- 
ter. The other day Secretary Lamar, Secre- 
tary Manning and the firsi assistant postmas- 
ter-general issued orders to the attaches of 
their respective departments not to give out 
information, nor to be seen talking with 
newspaper men. 
One would naturally suppose that such an 
order would have the effect of closing up 
many ohanrels of Washington news. In 
poj#s of fact, however, it has had a directly

to the knowledge of an inquisitive public. 

To outsiders there may be something mys- 
terious in all this. When the matter is 
probed to the bottom there is no mystery 
about it beyond that which naturally at- 
taches to mind-reading in general. The firat 
cless reporter is a clairvoyant in the best 
sense of the term. He does not go intoa 
trance like the fraudulent clairvoyant and 
see visions. Nothing of the kind. He isan 
impressionist, a mind-reader, perhaps with- 
out being fully aware of his extra faculty or 
sixth sense, Under favorable conditions,when 
he comes in contact with a man who has an 
item securely locked up in the secretcham- 
bers of his mind, he will get that item nine 
times out of ten without asking for it. Those 
of our readers who are familiar with the lit- 
erature issued by the London Society of 
Psychic Research will have an inkling of the 
methods adopted by the reporter. Even the 
uninitiated have frequently met with instan- 
ces of thought transference which have giv- 
en them a partial insight into a strange aud 
fascinating class of mental phenomena. 
Without discussing ina brief and hap-haz- 
zard way the philosopby of brain wavesand 
the direot action of mind upon mind, it is 
suilicient to say that the active news-gather- 
er consciously or mechanically follows the 
course pursued by the most expert members 
of the Society of Psychic Research. It is 
quite probable that heis not aware of this. 
If questioned he wou!d doubtless say that he 
jumped ata conclusion, or guessed at a cer- 
tain state of facts, or that knowing the exis- 
tence of a certain set of circumstances he 
drew his inferences. Thus clumsily do men 
try fo eccount forsomeof the most sub‘le 
operations of the human intellect. 

But we cannot pursue the subject. It is 
bad enough to give away the newspaper min 
to the extent of putting the public on notice 
that he is a mind-reader, with the concen- 
trated power of half a dozen members of the 
London Society of Psychic Research, withoat 
going on to expose all the secrets of the bus: 
ipess. Enough has been said, however, to 
put the scientific reader in a pathway which 
has only to be intelligently followed to lead 
to some very interesting discoveries. We 
are not advising anybody to enter upon the 
course of inquiry here pointed out. This 
would be a very disagreeable world if all oar 
neighbors were mind-readers.

The Waterworks, 

EprTors CONSTITUTION:—I have watched with 
deep interest the waterworks and sewerage qes- 
tions of our city, and am of opinion that both can 
be brought to perfection by the city without sell- 
ing the waterworks and within the means at com- 


mand of the city. 

My time and circumstances have not permitted 
me to - consult experts, but I betieve 
my suggestion will be indorsed by them as prac- 


ticable. 

First as to the system of waterworks. 

To sink two large cisterns or reservoirs near the 
river from which to pump the water. You know 
the system of waterworks in Rome, Georgia. It 
has good pure water, theirsupply comes from & 
well near the river, and is sunk 
below the river bed. The river 
bed there a8 here has  & 
rock bottom ; hence their supply is inexhaustible, 
and the water, although muddyin the river, is 
perfectly clear in this well, the intervening rocs 
acting asa perfect filter. I believe the same ra 
sult would be obtained for Atlanta at the Chatta- 
hocehee river. The shoals at the river will fur- 
nish water power todothe pumping, if not the 
entire elevation topressure required in Atlanta; 
it will certainly cdo it to an 
extent to make the balance easy, thereby 
doing away with the necessity of stinting the use 
of water in the city. 

The cistern could be used connectedly or alter- 
nately to give chance for repairs or cleaning out, 
From these cisterns pump the water into a large 
reservoir ss high as practicable, if possible at ele- 
vation, high enough to furnish natural pressure in 
the city. If that elevation cannot be 
pumped to then toa practicable point, and from 
there, our present machinery, witn enlarged 
pumps, will easily do the balance. This wil give 
two chances to clear the water, first in tne cisterns 
and secondly in the reservoir. 

Iam opposed to the sale of the water works by 
the city. 

First, because it is not necessary. 

Second, because water should not be placed 
in the hands of a company or monopoly, which 
would tend to stint the use of water—while it 
should be freely used. 

If the water supply is ample and clear the use of 
it will increase five to ten times in a3 many years, 
considering also the growth of the city from 
what it now is. By this increase 
the waterworks would become a profitable invest- 
ment tothecity, as you can observe even with 
our very poor system, a yearly increased income, 
Especially would this be true if the water can be 
pumped by water power. 

Water should be made 
for bathing purposes, say from four 
dollars reduced to one dollar 4 
bathtub, so that the use of it be made easier to 
the poorest of our people. This would greatly 
add to the beaithfulness of our city. And while 
the city, owning the water works would be dis- 
posed to cheapen water to consumers if it could, a 
company would drag every cent itcould out the 
pockets of our citizens. 

It is well understood that the free 
use, and hence the free flow of 
water through the sewers is desirable, and would 
addalso totre healthfuluess of ourcity. The 
water and sewerage questions are vital, and I be- 
lieve with a steady, bold hand itcan be overcome, 
and Atlanta control what itshould control—its 
waterworks. 

Now, to obtain the meaus to do this work—say 
one-half million dollars—let the city sell jits gas 
stock; this will bring them $70,000 to 
280,000. Then let them _ sell their present 
quarry lot, which, 1 think, is sixty or seventy 
acres, plattipg it in quarter acre lots in parts at 
diflerent times at public outcry. This will bring 
them some £75,000 more. Afterthat, as soon as 
they can dispense with it, they can sell the present 
waterworks lot, which, sold to best ad- 
vantage, will bring a considerable 
sum. All this not being enough, I 
would say get the legislature to enlarge the city 
limits one half mile all round (leaving out West 
End, already incorporated, unless they cousent.) 
I will say in this connection that the city has al- 
ready Outgrown her present corporate limits, By 
this enlargement they will be authorized 
to issue additional bonds, and the ~pro- 
ceeds of these bonds, together with the 
proceeds of the items before mentioned, 
wiil furnish them ample means to compl¢te the 
waterworks. As this work would progress grad- 
ually the money would only be required gradually, 
and thus give time to realize on the aforesaid items 
to best advantage. 

There can be no objection to such an issue of 
bonds, as itis all unfair that the present geuera- 
tion should bear all the burden by which che fa- 
ture would profit, but let the future pay its share. 

AS TO SEWERAGE, 

The city of Atlanta is able to expend an average 
of $€0,000 annually on permanent street improve- 
ment. Let them apply one-half, or all of this, for 
& pumber of years ona thorough system of sew- 
erage. This expenditure, in addition to what 
they usually pay out for sewerage, 
will soon give us a good system. 
It can also be taken into consideration that the 
enlarged limits will add to the income from taxes 
more thfin the expense the additional territory 
will require. 

‘hen we once have our waterworks and sewer- 
ege in good shape, the income thus released can 
again ove applied to permanent street 
improvement and it would 
not be lor g before we would 
have a model city. I would mention that while 
ibis work goes on, the extension of sidewalxs 
could continue as all this is again collected for 
from the property it fronts. If you deem these 
views worthy of being given to the public, you 
can co 80, but I beg you tu allow meto sign my-

Brick in Ancient Times, 
From the Brick and Tile Review. 
Though an ancient Roman boasted that he had 
found Rome brick and left it marble, the former 
has generally superseded both marble and all 


other kinds of stone, and even here ia the heart of * 


the iron industry complaint is made that owing 
to oursulphurous atmosphere it costs more to 
keep iron painted and free from oxidation than it 
is worth, and there are more brick than iron 
fronts in our heavy warehouses. 


The Greeks, though celebrated for their work in 
marble, understood the yalue of brick,and did not 
allow them tobe used until seasoned for five 
bre and their quality certified toby'a magis- 

The Romans were skilled in their manufacture 
and the bricks in the baths of Titus and Caracalla 
bayel withstood the ‘tooth of time’’ better than 
the stones of the Coliseum. They introduced the 
manufacture into kngland, and left specimeus of 
a deep red color well burnt. and at this date bet- 
ter than those made by English workmen in the 
reign o! Queen Elizabeth. 

The Dutch made better bricks in the medieval 
ages than the English, and specimens of Holland 
brick are still found in someot the old Dutch 
houses Of New York. 

In Asia the industry seems to have been follow 
ed at atime beyond, perbaps the stove age, and 
the Chinese give the face of their brick the text- 
ure of porcelain. 

The ancient Peruvians made bricks so well that 
ascientific Spaniard thought there must have 
been some secret in their composition which had 
been lost prior to Spanish occupation.

CCW BOYS MAKING THINGS LIVBLY 
FOR THE TELEGRAPHS. 


How the Cattle Growers of Texas Run Their Renches 
andthe Mannerin whichthe Bosses Run tne 
Ranch in Their Absence— Che’ Tele-~ 
graph wires Kept Busy, Etc. 


Correspondence New York Sun. 

Dexver, May 25.—The cattle growers of 
this section make their headquarters in Denver, 
tnd it frequently happens that they have to 
“se the wires very freely in straightening out 
difficulties that may occur on their ranches. 
Some of these men are very wealthy, and, 
having little to do, they rather enjoy the re- 
ceipt of telegrams from their bosses, even 
when they relate to unimportant matters. In 
order to give them something to think about 
and to satiefy their eraving tor a reputation as 
careful business men, they frequently instruct 
the ranch bosses to report to them by wire 
everything of importance that occurs. Oc- 
casionally a competent boss will object to this 
red-tapeism, but as a rule the men fallin with 


the idea, and if they grumble at all, they wait 
until the owner’s back is turned. The Sun 
correspondent saw ina wealthy cattle man’s 
private office to-day a large batch of telegrams 
from his boss all dated at Trinidad, near 
which the ranch is located. The proprietor is 
a man of great wealth and leisure, and, aside 
from these telegrams, there was nothing but 
receipted bills for household and personal ex- 
penses to indicate that any business was ever 
done in his very elaborately furnished office. 
Inthe order of their receipt, and omitting 
many of minor 2 ype geo these despatches, 
covering @ period of six weeks, read as fol- 
lows: | 

Hired three rustlers from Tin Cup at $25 and 
grub. Send arms and ammunition. 

Three heifers feli over a biuff last night and 
broke neck and legs. Killed one and skinned 
otbers. Got meat enough to last two weeks, 

Had a seventenn-mile chase after the four 
Texans. Run down one horse, and got Jim laid 
up with & sprained ankle, Send down some grease 
aud whisky, particularly whisky, sure. Don’t for- 
get whisky. Four quarts. Get ale song | at Jones’s, 
He has the best for medicine, If he has a three- 
— cask betier send that. Am little sick my- 
self. 

» Splendid weather for cattle, but men in bad 
shape. Whisky ey poor, Can’t you get some 
from Jones’s for a change? 

GHerd off about sixty miles to south on Perkin’s 
range. I guess. Heard;firing this morning. 

@ if you think you can run this ranch better than I 
can, suppose you come out and try it. Send money 
by first train. I’m sick of this fault finding. 

I'll stay until the end of theseason. Didn’t 
mean anything in particular. Haye you been 
down to Jones’s yet? 

Am going out today to hunt upherd. Don’t 
know wherethey are, and am a little worried, Will 
be gone some time. 

The bossa has been gone two days now, and no- 
body ain’tseen him. Do you want me for boss? 

Herd allright, but boss skipped. 1’m keeping 
—— straight. How much am I to get for being

Boss lit out with a young widder from Trinidad, 
and things all going to the dogs here.

In another cattle man’s office a great roll of 
messages was shown tothe Sun correspondent, 
from which the following are taken: 

Lefiler’s men came over today and made big 
talk. Tried todry them up, but couldn’t. All 
divunk and ugly. Jim got mad and hit one man a 
wipe, and the others piled on. Our mea Came up, 
and Lefiier’s men retreated about four miles to log 
cabin. Weare going to move on them to-morrow. 

Arrived here at3 p.m. Big fightup the valley. 
Biggest fight you ever see. Gotsix of Beaver’s 
men here to heip us, and am going in again, . 

Your ‘dispatch came too late, Got to see this 
thing now. Leffier’s men surrounded, and all got 
tocroak. Send ali your despatches here. 

Can’t doit. The whole United States army can't 
stop us. Don’tgiveacuss. This thing has got to 
be settled. 

Got nine Injuns to help. Gavethem all knives 
and rifles. Lefiler’s men starving. We'll go in 
and slice them up st daybreak.

Send on your troopsif you dare. We've got two

How Prisoners in Solitary Confinement 
Communicate, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Aw impression prevails that when a man is sen.- 
tenced to a term of years of solitary confinement 
in the eastern penitentiary he is literally cut off 
from all communication with the outside world 
‘end during his term of imprisonment he knows 
nothing of the movements of the uucaged contia- 
gent of bis fraternity. Toan extent this is true, 
He is only permitted to talk with the 
warden, Chaplain and inspectors oi the 
prison, but he hears none of the gossip of the 
outside world through them. Sometimes a gang 
of bis more fortunate fellow-couvicts file by and 
wake the echoes of the dismal corridor with the 
rhythm of the “lock-step march,” but they are 
not permitted to speak to the “solitaire.” Not 
withstanding all this the prisoner sentenced to 
“solitary confinement, with hard labor,”’ manages 
to keep himself as well posted at least with the 
doings of his fellow-convicts and the general af- 
fairs of the institution as any convict with more 
liberties, and as well as almost any officer of the 
prison. This only epplies to old law-breakers, as 


only such are sentenced to solitar | 

This communication is effected Bornean nn 
ting with each other from cell to cell and from 
corridor to corridor. During the past twenty years 
various means have been devised by which the 
convicts could communicate with each other and 
keep posted as to the movements of the criminal 
Classes and their enemies. The firat and best 
known was that of ‘‘sending the mail.” The con- 
vict who first introduced the scheme was not in 
solitary confinement, and was employed in the 
shoe factory. He had occasion to send a commu- 
nication to a ‘solitary’ tisoner, con- 
fined ieee. cell in the same _ cor: 
ridor. While at work he contrived to manutac- 
ture & Square, waterproof, leather box, in which 
he inclosed a message scratched on a thin strip of 
leather. He then secured a quantity of shoe 
thread and concealed the box and thread on his 
person. That nighthe carefully measured the 
width of his cell, and with this information was 
able to calculate toan inch the distance to his fel- 
low-convict’s cell, He then attached his 
thread to the box and measuring 
off the exact distance to his companion’s 
cell, fastened the other end toa knob and depos- 
ited tbe box in the sewerage pipe running through 
all of the cells. In the morning a stream of 
water is turned on in this pipe in order to flush it, 
and the stream of water carried the box to the 
limit of the string, which broughtit directly un- 
der the trap in the convict’s cell for whom it was 
designed. The message was read and then thrown 
back into the pipe, through which it traveled to 
the sewer and thence into the Delaware. 

The commnnication contained a well formed 
scheme of escape, which was attempted, but frus- 
trated. The secret of “sending the mail’’ leaked 
out, however, and after that and up to the present 
day many such mail bags have traveled down the 
sewage pipes of the Eastern and other penitentia- 
ries, and plans of some successful and many 
unsuccessful schemes of escape have been com- 
municated from ceil to cell in this 
way. This system of communication, how- 
ever, was fraught with many dangers, and at best 
was-slow and uncertain, and could not be extend- 
ed beyond the corridor. The credit of the inven- 
tion of the most perfect system of communication 
between prisoners confined in one institution be- 
longs to Jack Canter, at one time the most 
expert counterfeiter in the United States, 
if not in the world, He came from South 
Carolina, and was educated in Paris as a 
physician. He afterwards learned the art of 
engraving and then turned out as a profes- 
sicnal counterfeiter. He has since reformed, after 
exposing the crookedness of the officials of a New 
York penitentiary and thereby seeuring a pardon, 
and is now earning an honest living under a 
different name in New York city. 

While undergoing a sentence in the Eastern 
penitentiary he invented a system of telegraphy 
with an alphabet similar to that invented by 
Morse. He found means of teaching 
his alphabet to some of his fellow con- 
victs, and in the course of ai few 
months it was known to almost every convict un- 
dergoirg a long sentence. Those who were re- 
leared taught the system to criminals then on the 
outside of the walis, and in course of time the 
upper strata of the criminal fraternity became 
expert telegraphers. The wires of this novel tele- 
graph line consisted of the gas and water pipes 
which pass through every cell inthe vast institu 
tion, Tbey are excellent conductors of sound, 
apd by means of sharp raps on tne 
pipes with a p ece of metal, oreven the kuuckle, 
en expert ‘‘operator’ could easily and quickly 
send a message to a fellow prisoner whose Cell wus 
not far distant. If he wished to communicate 
witha map in another corr.dor his message passed 
slong from one cell or ‘relay station’’ to auother 
untiiit reeched its destination. Every convict of 
any n: t: lad (or ha:) his ‘‘cal',’’ the same as opera- 
tors along ary telegraph line, 

The system was divulged by its inventor toa 
prison inspector, and the convicts now find it dif- 
ficult to send any important message, as the prison 
officials now understand the alphabet as well as 
the operators themselves. They are still able, 
however, to keep each other posted on the 
movements of noted criminals and the general 
criminal topics of the day. When a prisoner 
is discharged or a new convict brought in the 
fact is immediately telegraphed around. A 
new srrival, if heisinto the secret, ‘‘wires’” the 
news of the outside world to the prisoners on the 
inside, and when a man is discharged he generally 
takes with him anumberof “teiegraphic’’ mes- 
sages to outside friends of the convicts. 

Another means of communication employed 
by the convicts was recently discovered in a 
penitentiary in a neighboring state Two 
men, sentenced together to solitary confiae- 
ment, were placed in-adjoining celis. One of 
them, by patient laborand the aid of a piece of 
wire, picked the plaster out between two stones 
in the wall between thecells, During the day he 
replaced the mortar with crumbsof bread. In 
the course of a few weeks he bored a hole through 
to the adjoining cell, and:every night held a 
conversation with his partner in crime. The 
latter, in turn, bored a hole through the next 
partition wall,and in the course of timeall the 
prisoners on that corridor were in communication 
with each other, and 4 plan of escape was hatch- 
ed out. but frustrated just before it was put into 
execution. There are a few of the more ingenious 
plans devised by convicts of communicating with 
each other. 


SCHOOLMARMS KISSING NEGROES, 


A Disgusting Scene ata Rallroad Station in 
Hampton County. 
From the Hampton Guardian. : 
Lest Friday morning’s Augusta-bound train 
rolled up to the depot at McNeill’s on time, and 
the passengers and thoseof the citizens congregat- 
ed there for business witnessed asight that either 
froze them with astonishment or made them very 
sick at theirstomachs. As we are informed, the 
two Massachusetts schoolmarms were at the sta- 
tion to board the train, having determined to go 
‘north’ to spend their summer vacation. The 


platform was black and redolent with negro men, 
women and children, the latter composing the 
rcholars of the institution presided over by these 
school-marms. The hour of. parting having ar- 
rived, the goodbyes to the adults were most affec- 
tionately said astbe hearty hand-shaking weut 
round, and sorrowful adieus were bidden. So far 
the scene was interesting, but when the teachers 
reached the scholarsthe exhibition became nau- 
seating to those witnessing ite The 
schoolmarms began to kiss the little 
negroes with a relish, and for a short time the 
business like ‘smack! smack! smack!’’ of oscula- 
tion went on, until the ruby lips of the white ia- 
structresses had sipped the nectar from the capa- 
cious moutbs of every blessed little African on the 
platform and bestowedfa number of ‘busses’ on 
the shining black faces of negrc women, Tae 
“‘toot-toot’”’ of the steam whistle resounded above 
the kissing throng, the females stepped on_ board 
the cars, and the train moved off. I 
it was theintention of these females to disgust 
the passengers and citizens by this spectacle, they 
succeeded. Such sights are new to people in Souta 
Carolina, and they are not disposed to iadorse, 
aid or abet the performers. 

The female teachers are respectively aged about 
nineteen and twenty two years. The name of 
ene is Miss Currie E. Warren, of 
Newten, Mass., and the other hails from 
Exving, Mass., and is known as Miss 
Clara Belle Simonds. They are employed by some

The little county of Banks has its sensations 
as well as other sections, but the story we are 
about to tell happened years ago, before 
Banks county was cut off from Franklin, and 
is recollected by a great many whoare now 
living in Franklin and Banks counties, who 
remember the man who is the subject of this 
sketch. The name is ficticious, as he has rel- 
atives still living, good citizens, and it would 


do no good to them to bring up things of the. 


past. 

In the vear 1853 or 1854,a man came from 
North Carolina, making his way,so he said, 
to Florida. He came into Bushville district, 
in Banks county (then Franklin), and coming 
to where the roads forked, and the direction 
ot the roads not suiting him,this man whom we 
will call William Harrington, took through the 
woods and brought'up at a house on the Hud- 
son river. He asked for work, and told his 
tale about going to Florida, and that the roads 
not suiting the direction, he was traveling 


Which caused him to go through the woods and 
to come tothe house the back way instead of 
coming upthe road. He was employed for a 
few days and put to splitting rails. Harring- 
ton madehimself agreeable, and being a good 
conversationalist, soon made many friendsia 
the neighborhood, and expressed himself as 
being well pleased with the county, saying if 
he could get cmployment that he would stop 
there instead of going onto Florida. Other 
farmers in the neighborhood gave him work, 
Harrington giving satisfaction. He 
s00n expressed & desire to 8e- 
cure an education. In the mean- 
time he had letit be known that he wasa 
grandson of one of Virginia’s greatest states- 
men, but that his father was a man of disso- 
lute babits and that he had been cut off in the 
will of his grandfather, who never gave his 
children an education. _ Harrington made a 
number of friends, joined the Baptist church, 
and,to all appearancer,was a consistent Chris- 
tien. He commenced going to school, started 
in the spelling book, and before the year was 
out was reading Latin and learning very fast. 
The next year he taught 
school in Jackson county, within 
fifty yards of where the Northeastern rail- 
road now runs. He had a splendid schoel 
and the patrons were well pleased with his 
manner of teaching though some of the older 
beads seemed to think that Mr. Harrington 
bad acquired his education entirely too quick, 
and some thought that he was a well educated 
man before he came to Banks county. His 
kindness and gentlemanly bearing to all soon 
aliayed all suspicion, and Harrington 
ranked as one of the best Christians 
in the community. He joined the 
Masonic lodge about this time, and married a 
young girl whose father was the possessor of 
several likely negro fellows and a fine piece of 
land. As soon as married he began receiviag let- 
ters stating that he had a large legacy left him, 
but that it hed got intothe lawyer’s hands 
end would take a great deal of money to get it 
out aud secure it to himself. It was also 
hinted that Harrington was one of a gang of 
horee thieves who stole stock 
in North Carolina and carried 
them on to Florida. Harrington 
mede long trips to Virginia, and general'y 
managed to get money out of his father-in- 
law to pay expenses. His next move was to 
commence prospecting for copper on an ad- 
joining plantation to his father-in-law. A 
large, likely, mulatto. negro was hired from 
two negro traders in the county, and Harring- 
ton tried to get several wealthy men to go in 
with him, and be would soon develop one of 
the richest copper mines in the United States. 
Harrington prevailed upon his father-in-law 
to raise the money for him to get his lega- 
cy. This old man did by selling one 
of his negro fellows for a big price, and Har. 
ripgton left with the money to bring back a 
legacy that-wouldjamount to thousands. ‘After 
being absent several months up in North Caro- 
lina and Virginia, Harrington returned minus 
the legacy and the money for which the negro 
was sold. His next move was to raise more 
money from his father-in-law and go to Vir- 
ginia after some large fortune that he was 
certain to get. Another negro was sold and 
Harrington left again. He did not stay so 
long this time, but came back with a magnifi- 
cent pair of claybank horses and a negro 
driver. The horses were perfect matches, and 
would to-day bring $1,000. Harrington said 
that the horses and driver were made a pres- 
ent to him by some of his relatives, and cre- 
ated some excitement as himself and wife 
drove around to the public places in 
the quiet county of Banks. He 
commenced studying law under the tutorship 
of a very able lawyer in Banks, and advanced 
rapidly. He informed his friends that he was 
studying law for his own benefit, s0 as to be 
able to attend to his own affairs when he be- 
came the possessor of several hundred thous- 
and dollars that he was bound to get 
from his grandfather’s — estate. Har- 
rington was all the time making new 
friends, and himself and his} wife were the 
recipients of many a fine dinner trom the 
gocd farmers of Banks. Still there was in 
the minds of one or two in the neighborhood a 
suspicion that things were not as they should 
be, and whispered conversations were held 
that Harrington had come by his horses and 
negro driver insome manner not according 
to law. : 
In the meantime, the farmers refusing to go 
‘into the copper mine speculation, Harrington 
jut the negro to work sinking a shait ona 
hesren hillside where there were no signs of 
copper. The negro went to work and Har- 
rington left for Virginia to get money to open 
the mine, and the next day the negro failed 
to come up. Search was made for him and re- 
wards offered, but to no eflect. The negro 
had vanished and no one could hear or 
tell anything about him. After he had been 
gone for several] months and his owners had 
iven him up as lost,a letter was received 
rom the jailer in Pickens, South Carolina, 
stating that there was a negro in jail there 
who said he was owned by the two men whom 
the jailer had written. The negro was sent 
for and proved to be the one that had opened 
the copper mine. He had @ pass from a man 
named Davis to go to Ashville, North Caroli- 
na, and it afterwards turned out to be 
that Harrington’s right name was Davis, 
and this made it a clear case that [arrington 
had stole the negro. These disclosures 
brought a cloud over his name, and the peo- 
ple were loud in their denunciations, and 
threats were made that if he should ever 
come back the jail would be the best place 
for him. Harrington made his stay in Vir- 
inia very lengthy, and when he returned he 
Conghs back a negro woman with 
several children. He was arrested 
and put in jail, The woman said 
that she belonged to a widow lady in North 
Carolina, that Harrington had promised to 
marry the lady and that he was bringing 
them down to his Georgia plantation. The 
widow was written to and she cameon aad 
found that Harrington had a wife in (reorgia. 
She was very happy that she had been 
so fortunate as to get back her ne- 
groes. Harrington proved to be a 
great rascal, and uuder the guise of reli- 
ion had done a great deal of mischief. He 
roke his old father-in-law, who died after all 
of his property had been squandered. Har- 
rington was turned out of jail and given his 
orders never to show his face in that county 
again. His wile and child are still living in 
northeast Georgia. Harrington has been seen 
once since the war in Tennessee, where he was 
still in his old business of duping the unsus- 
pecting. ‘

Pryor 
to the year 1859 what is now called Shakerag 
was called Shady Dale. The justice court was 
hejd in @ diflerent part of the district up to 
this time, but during that year a majority of 
the citizens desired to move the court to Shady 
Dale, contending that it would be nearer the 
center of the district. The people became 
a:rayed against each other, but finally the 
court ground was established at Shady Dale, 
and upon the assembling of the first court 
there were even twenty fisticuff 
fights, all at the same time, and the 
ground was literally strown with rags. 
There was anold citizen present by the 
name of William Jennings, who remarked, af- 
ter viewing the battle-field and sesing the 
damage that was perpetrated on home indus- 
try, remarked that it would no more be called 
Shady Dale, but should be called Shake Rag, 
and sure enough it has been called by that 
name every since. A historian could write a 
Jarge volume concerning the misunderstand- 
ings that people have tried to adjust with fist, 
rocks, éte., since the first justice court was 
held here. Itisavery rocky place and a 
great number of them have been dressed 
against somebody’s head. But there is one 
consolation. There never has been any per- 
son killed, and everybody feels thankful that 
there has been a reform.

AN EAST AND WEST ROAD. 


Extension of the Georgia Pacific---What 
Messrs, Sage and Purcell Saw, 
From the Greenville, Miss., Times. 

We recently referred toa reconnoisance 
contemplated by Messrs. Sage and Purcell, of 
the country between Johnsonville, the Sun- 
flower river terminus of the Georgia Pacific 
narrow gauge, and Lexington, the terminus 
ofa branch of the Illinois Central, running 
due east to its main line at Durant. From this 
exploration Mr. Purcell returned to Greenville 
Thursday last, Captain Sage going to his com- 
aby headquarters at Birmingham. 

fr. Purcell informs us that 
from Johnsonville they rode up 
Mound bayou several miles, crossing Bear 
creek between Six Mile bayou and Mossy 
lake, thence to the Yazoo at Borkhouse ferry. 
They went across Honey island near its cen- 
tre, crossing the east Yazoo near Tehula. 
They entered Lexington going up Black 
creek. Messrs. Sage and Purcell were sur- 
priced and delighted at the country through 
which they rode, Instead of a wide expanse 
of swamp between the Sunflower and Yazoo, 
the line is little less insected by swamps than 
that from hereto Deer creek. Across Honey 
island, as is well known, there is an unbroken 
expanse of plantations. And thence to Lex- 
ington the country possesses no difficulties. 
The distance from Johnsonville to Lexington 
is about forty miles. Another line, more 
northerly, was examined, but the one we have 
sketched will be recommended by Captain 
Sage to the Georgia Pacific aneeDeny of which 
he is superintendent. He will in his report 
say that the line will pay, either as a local ex- 
tension of the narrow gauge, or’as a link in a 
through line from here to Atlanta. 

The building of this torty miles to Lexing- 
ton, will, in connection with the branch of 
the Illinois Central from Lexington to Durant 
thence to Starkville, give usa through east 
and west line, as soon as the gap of the Geor- 
gia Pacific between Fayetteville and Bir- 
mingham iscompleted. This line will be 
via Birmingham, the great coal and iron 
market, and Atlanta, the most thriving man- 
ufacturing city of the south. It will open up 
to those cities a market for their wares, the

A National Whitewash academ 
obvious want, and it isto be hoped thatthe 
Mobile Art association is the first step toward 
the formation of such an academy. ) 

The elder school of whitewsshing-- ea 
known in colored artcircles as the gothic 
school—is distinguished by theuse of pure 
white and by the practice of spreading it on 
walls in perpendicular lines. To the ignorant 

erson a wall covered with plain whitewash 

as no lines, .but the 
knows that a whitewashed WwW 
always exhibits lines fol 
ing the direction in which the brush has been 
used. The partisans of gothic whitewashing 
maintain that perpendicular lines add to the 
apparent height of a wall, and that their use 
tends to elevate the mind of the spectator and 
to fill his soul with religious aspirations. In 
like manner they attach a moral influence te 
the use of pure whitewash, and assert that the 
artist who mixes colors with his lime 1s lack- 
ing in purity and is debased ip -aste and de- 
void of lofty moral purpose. 

The renaiseance school, on ‘ + other hand, 
uses horizontal lines in spr: :.og whitewash 
and delights incolor. Wher whitewashing a 
ceiling the renaissence artist not only uses 
red, blue, or green whitewash, but he invari- 
ably colors what is technically known as 
“the cove,’”’ so that it may make a sharp con- 
trast tothe color of the ceiling. As for the 
tumor in the center of the ceiling, due to the 
irritation produced by the gas pipe connected 
with the chandelier, he decorates it with red, 
black, yellow, green and gray. Nothing cau 
be in sharper contrast than the simplicity of 
the gothic and the brilliancy of the Renais- 
sence schcol, but it is clear that neither has 
developed to the utmost the powers of the 
whitewash brush. 

While the gothic school deserves praia 
its love of simplicity, it is unquestional 
wrong in refusing to use color. Tere iano 
reason, esthetic or religious, why a pearly 
gray tint, or even in certain circumstances a 
Pompeiian red tint, should not be given to 
whitewash. Ofcourse on the exterior of great 
public works such as the Rev. Dr. Cicero’s 
front fence in Atlanta, or Mr. Hannibal Blue’s 
pig pen in Mobile, color would conflict with 
the grand simplicity of architectural 7 
but in interiors color may be lawfully used. 

The renaissance school, however, undoubdt- 
edly does use color in an excessive and vulgar 
way. Its treatment of the coveis utterly in- 
defensible, and the practice of using five or 
six colors in decoratirg the gas-pipe tumor is 
hopelessly bad. In the matter of lines there 
is little to choose between the two schools, for 
an intelligent critic will admit that perpen- 
dicular and horizontal lines are equally. justi- 
fiable, ard neither can be said to be in all cir- 
cumstances better than the other. 

It should be the effort of the Mobile Colored 
art association to condemn what is wrong in 
both the gothic and renaissance schoois, and 
to approve what is right. Colored art needs 
to be made broader and more catholic. The 
colored artist should recognize what is true 
and beautiful in whitewash wherever he find 
it, and set his face firmly against the narrow 
ness which claims all excellencies. for one 
school and denies them to another. Let us 
hope that the influence of the Mobile associa- 
tion may soon bring about the establishment 
of a national whitewash academy, membership 
in which shall be the reward of every res 
meritorious colored artist. 2

THE AVOCATIONS OF A VBRSA- 
TILB POSTMASTER. 


4 Mysterious Mine—“Singing Jake's” Melody—" We 
Don’t went no Meddlin’ Interlopers Round 
Yere”- Why the Mineral is Called “De- 
ception Hock”-—Other Points. 


Correspondence Philadelphia Telegram. 
Asurvisse, N, C.,June 2.—‘Buzzard’s 
Roost” is the name of a post village in this 
state, just on the line between North Carolina 
and Tennessee. The town derived its name 
from the fact that an old buzzard used to 
roost on the limb of a tree that stood exactly 
upon the state line, so that the bird slept with 
his head in North Carolina and his tail in 
Tennessee—at least so the natives say,and the 
people up here in the mountains are prover- 
bial for truthfulness.

buyer and amateur druggist. He owns and 
operates a ferry across the French Broad river 
at that point. There is good fishing and ex- 
cellent shooting there, and almostevery year 
Mejor Bomar, of this city, receives one or two 
big bear skins from the Buzzard’s Roost post- 
master, who, in addition to his varied occupa- 
tions, is quite a Nimrod. 

A MYSTERIOUS MINE. 

The Telegram correspondent went down to 
“The Roost” yesterday to investigate a mys- 
dericus mine that was said to be in that neigh- 
borhood. Fur the last three or four years 
‘many carloads of a mysterious product said to 
be very heavy, like metal, have been shipped 
from Buzzard’s Roost to Newport, Kentucky, 
from where it was shipped to New York in 
barrels. When asked what these barrels con- 
tained the shippers always shook their heads 
with a significant wink andsaid it was ‘“‘de- 
ception rock.” Until very recently the peo-

m—both ofwhich are found in paying

For the first time since the interview began 
ihe man showed some signs of life. He laid 
his hand upon the gun and deliberately cock- 
edit. Then he replied:— 

“Not by a big sight, stranger. We don’t 
Wantno meddiin’ interlopers ’round yere— 
git!” 

The hammer of the gun clicked, and the 
correspondent “got” without loss of time. 

Following the chute down to the railroad 
track in the hope of finding some chunks of 
ore at the botiom, the correspondent found 
another man, even more combative looking 
than the first,on guard with a rifle. He, 
however, was induced to become communi- 
caiive, and the mystery of the mine was 
#olved. It is owned by three gentlemen in 
New York, and yields a good income. The 
product is neither gold nor corundum, but a 
species of baryte, very fine and pure and 
heavy. About 6,000 barrels a year are pro- 
duced, six men being employed. The rock is 
run down the chute and loaded on the cars, 
whence it goes to Newport, Ky. There it is 

round to a fine powder, after which it is put 

ein berrels and shipped to the north. 
WHY THE MINERAL IS CALLED “DECEPTION ROCK.” 

It is called “deception rock’ because it is 
uted to deceive merchants. Itis used in the 

vitulteration of flour of all kind, also in pow- 
dered sugar and confectioners’ sugar, The 
confectioners, principally manufacturers of 
lozenges and cheap French candy, use it iu 
large quantities. They call it ‘terra alba,’’ or 
“‘white earth.”’ It is sometimes used in color- 
ing wall peper, but is rather too expensive for 
that, as it costs about $2 per 100 pounds. It can 
be used in adulteration of sugar without much 
danger of detection. Chocolate creams, cream 
walnuts, vanilla bonbons and cream almonds, 
unless made by the finest manufacturers, who 
cannot afford torisk reputation, will be found 
to contain this baryte, often in large quantities. 
Cendies of this kind when dissolved in water 
will show the terra alba, which settles at the 
bottom of the gisss, forming a thick, paste- 
like cement, which, when exposed to theair, 
becomes as hard as marble. 

Returning to Asheville the Telegraph cor- 
a sought out the leading physician 
of the city, a graduate of the Jefferson Medica! 
collere of Philadel yhia, and ascertained his 
Opinion asto the effects of baryte. He said: 
“The baryte is used for the purposes of adul- 
teration more extensively than is imagined. 


In flour and sugar it is used to ex- 


' @ess,as high as eight per cent of the pure 


baryte heving been found in sugar and six per 
centin flour made by what is called the 
*‘roller proces.”” The effect upon the stomach 
is very bad—just as if you swallowed plaster 
of Paris or cement. It produces Bright’s dis- 
ase, and I attribute the death of many chil- 
fren to the existing evils in the adulteration 
of eugarand flour. If all the candy sold in 
this country were subjected to analysis it 
would be found that not one per cent of it is 
free from adulteration. The authorities 
should look after the matter.

At the conclusion of Dr. Munhall’s remarks, 
on an invitation to all who felt that they had 
been astray end wanted tocome back,five hun- 
dred men rose snd asked for prayer. Over one 
hundred went intothe inquiry room where 
they were met by a number of pastors and 
other leading spirits in the good work. About 
sixty stood up and confessed that they had 
been so impressed that they had resolyed to 
lead new lives. 

Among these was a young man who said he 
had been «mployed in a barroom, to which he 
had the key in his pocket. He said that this 
morning be would give up the key, abandon 
the business sand strive to lead a better and 
more usejul life. This incident had a decided 
eflect. 

To-nigbt Dr. Munhall will preach at the 
tabernacle on the hel! ol the king 
James versionof the Bible. It will bean 
interesting discourse. At the First Baptist 
church last night there was another, meeting 
for women only, which was largely attended. 
The Sunday was well spentanda the appeals 
made to the thousands of men and women 
went home to many hearts.
